THE PASSAGE OF THE UNION 
RESOLUTIONS 



The Union resolutions Iuivh at longlh 
passed tlit! House of Asfombly, alter » 
lengthened, and, what might lio termed for 
Vancouver Island, a stormy dchnte. What 
Hit Excellency Governor Kennedy will do 
in the matter of course requires to be seen ; 
but, if vre might judge Irom his occasional | 
remarks in public, we should say lio would 
uie every legitimate menna to further the 
views of the Assembly. Wo have already 
given our opinions of this union question. 
We iee in n bond that will connect both col- 
onic* none of llioso alarming daubers at 
which some of our contemporaries and several 
of themombcrs of Assembly seem to be not 
a little terrified. The free port, soya one, it 
in peril. Our revenue, says another, will 
he eaten up by the expensive oonueotion. 
The ruinous system of paid members will 
he inaugurated says a third, and so on, over 
ahoitofevils as dreadful as they are tietit- 
ioua. If wo hod any donbta about the ud- 
viiability of union they ware ilnubts that the 
movement might be too premature — not ex- 
aetlywith regard to too necessities ol both 
colonics ; tor the first great blunder was it) 
separating British Columbia and VaneotiTer 
island in 1S58-9— but oh the supposition 
that the poople of neither uolony W4»re mt- 
lleiently conversant with the subject in 
its principles aud details. ^ i ri<-- . however, 
the public of Vancouver Inland have 
taken no steps to show their disapproval 
of the measure, we must lake it 1 ir granted 
that they are either very indifferent a' out 
the matter, or in favor of it. The ob- 
jections raised in the House by a lew gentle* 
satn against the want of notification of the 
members by call are futile in the extreme. 
There is not a member at present .vho could 
attend tho House but ha? an opp >rt ti :^ ity of 
Kaowiug tho business which n to o >me ontor? 
it qaiie time enough to Ins present nt any 
important debate. When i: ii understood 
that there is not in fact a member whose 
residence can not be roaehod by ihft messen- 
ger of the Assembly within one hour, the 
idea of a formal call of a week's notice is 
something bordering on the ludicrous.

Tho cry, therefore, 
which has been raised about the !ree port 
being in danger by a union is the veriest 
claptrap. The federation is indeed so slight, 
u> powerless, that our fears ate mote 
that it will break down through inherent 
weakness, than that it will usurp the function* 
of the local Legislatures i! cannot raise a 
penny by taxation, and ils only source ol 
revenue is the t.'rowu Lauds. It is 
in taet the most undignified and 
the most unpretending Federal Government 
that man's mind could conceive 
— a mere compromise la meet the prejudices 
ef the people ol both colonies— 
».nd yet we bavehon. members an 1 m-.vipap- 
erl crying out as if il wore n Frankenstein 
ef the most horrifying character. Some gen- 
tlemen assert that the eopiilry will bo ruined 
because of the demands which will be made 
upon it to pay the members, and arithmetical 
Calculations are made with scrupul.ius exact- 
ness lo show how quickly we will he brought 
to bankruptcy. Well, let ui examine lhi« 
nnanuial dauger. The Federal Council will 
probably consist of twelve or fourtoen mem- 
bets, and will sit about a mouth r sue wricks 
in the year.

LEECH RIVER. 

For soma time pnst, owing lo tho rising of 
the water on Leooli River, there has been n 
general desire on ihe part ol the miners to

Wo think that steps should lie 
taken by the authorities lor meeting the wi*h 
of the men on Leech River, as it will enable 
many to gu out prospecting in the surround- 
ing neighborhood, and also to cotnplote their 
machinery lor effectually Hurni-.g tho river 
next year". An opinion prevails thai many 
of the gulches, hitherto dry, will pay well 
daring tho winter seusun. 

The Union Resolutions were passed in 
a fall House yesterday, by a majority ol one, 
Ibe Speaker uoing in his seat.

the hon. Speaker. The hitter gentleman de- 
serves the greatest eiedit lor the thorough- 
ly just and impartial manner in which 
be has presided over the stormiest ques- 
tion which has ynt occupied House. 
Tho feelings of Mr. Toung, who hi\5 nn,v for 
the third or fourth time been compelled to 
witness the discomfiture ol his too nrriont 
friends in their unwise attempts to force- tutu 
prematurely into his seat, must have been, to 
say the least, rather unenviable. That hon 
gentleman, however, must only " possess 
his soul in patience " a few days longer; 
we believe his probation terminates on Wed- 
nesday neit. 

Theatre, — Wo were pleased to notice that 
the talented actress, Miss Annette Ince. was 
rewarded last night on the occasion of her 
flrst benefit with a crowded house. The per- 
formances included tho great historical pliy 
of " Lcsbia, or Ihe Lion of St. Marc" (its 
flrst representation un these boards), followed 
by the " Married Rake." In the first piece 
Miss Ince met with a highly flattering recep 
tioa as the heroine, Lasbia, whom she repre- 
sented throughout with great taste and judg- 
ment. Mr. J. H. Taylor threw considerable 
power and eflect into the character of the 
old men Orsceoln, and was frequently greeted 
with rounds of applause. Tho pretty little 
part of Viola was gracefully und pleasingly 
delineated by Mrs. S. M. Irwin, and Mr, Ir- 
win played the soldier Ualieno with much 
feeling.

On board the Sullej were two 
murderers in irons— a witness and a tilUcum 
of ono of the murderers, a female and two 
children, one of whom is wounded, they 
were brought from Cypiess liny.

The expedition remained in the vicinity 
of the lakes near Manning's ranch lor several 
days, scouting in all directions round their 
camp, for a circuit of twenty tu thirty miles, 
but failing to come in contact with any body 
of the Indians. On Be vera I occasions soma 
ui !hu natives came into tho camp with pro- 
fessedly friendly intentions, and were allow- 
ed by Mr. Blow to r.uif,e about at will, al- 
though in the opinion of many of tho volun- 
teers they were sent in as spies, and kept 
Iheir tillieums fully posted as to the doings 
and intentions uf Iho parly Women anil 
children with frequently lounging about tho 
camn, and one morning our journals' re- 
marks tha' n stalwart Chilconleu warrior, 
with musket on his shoulder and attended by 
his klootchmen, stalked into camp and re- 
mainod all day taking » k'otni nannich, and 
then walked away without a word being 
said lo him, to the indignation of the volun- 
teers who seome l to think that a little ju- 
dicious coercion would have wrung from him 
some valuable information. The party now 
began to experience considerable hardships 
Ironi scarcity of food, being placed on short 
laii.iiis ; they managed, however, to catch a 
number of fish (stickers) and a scouting party, 
under Mr. Elwyn, the second in command, ol 
whose energy and pluck th'. 1 volunteers spoak 
highly, discovered some Indian caches, con- 
taining dried fish and oilier Siirash muck- 
amuck, which helped to eke out their supplies. 
The weather about this lime was rather rainy. 
On duly ltftb, while the party were encamped 
near Manning's, an express from Mr. Cox's 
expedition arrived with the information Ihat 
all the party would come in the following 
day, which they accordingly did ; they also 
wero on short allowance. Mr. Brew's party 
here received Ihe news of poor McLean's 
death, of which onr journalist lurrnshes the 
following interesting account : 

Information having been icceivi 
Cox that some Chilcoatcus were ii 
ou a lull near the camp. Mcl/sa 
pained only by a Shuswap India 
started up tho hill in quest of the 
savages. Froceeding cautiously alon^ the 
trail, which here passes over the hill, his ex- 
perienced eye immediately caught sight ol a 
slight screen ol lir boughs piled ngainst Ihe 
trunk of n tall tree, and commanding the ap- 
proach, lie at once threw forward his rille 
and prepared to tire, but for onee Indian cun- 
ning proved too much even for his thorough 
knowledge, of Indian tactics. The screen ol' 
boughs was only a skilfully prepared blind, 
and while McLean's eagle eye was lixed on 
the spot expecting to Bee the muzzle of a 
musket protruded, the sharp click of a gen- 
lock was heard from a clump of willows on 
the opposite side ot ihe trail, and belore he 
could follow the warning example ol his 
quick eared companion, who hastily 'threw 
himself down, a bullet pierced the unfortu- 
nate man through und through, and he fell 
dead without a groan. The Sliuswap In- 
dian, over whose proslrato body the second 
bali passed harmlessly, at once sprung lo Ins 
leet, and on gaining cover looked r on mi for 
his assailants, whom he observed making tl 
along the hill-side. Ho speedily hastened lo 
camp with the sad news, and a party of ten 
iiniler Buckley, one ol tho Bute survivors, 
started out in pursuit, but without effect, for 
trior than getting a Hying shot at 1 1!(I0 yards 
at the retreating savages. The whole parly 
then surrounded the hiil on three sides, the 
fourth being guarded by u deep Ingoon about 
sixty yards in width.
